When  the  library  was  cleaned  in  June,  those  books  which  needed 
mending  were  set  aside.  As  they  hadn't  been  mended  for  six  years, 
there  were  over  five  hundred  in  bad  shape.  All  have  been  mended 
and  some  have  new  covers. 

Our  book  supply  has  been  added  to  by  gifts  from  Mrs.  Crosby, 
the  Exeter  Library,  and  others,  and  by  purchases,  so  that  the  library 
now  owns  3,579  volumes  as  compared  with  2,661  in  1934.  At  this 
rate  of  increase,  additional  shelf-room  will  have  to  be  found  soon. 
The   shelves   are   already   getting   crowded. 

The  library  is  unfortunate  in  having  lost  by  death  one  of  its 
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original  trustees,  Mr.  George  Osgood.  Formerly  for  many  years 
the  librarian,  he  has  always  been  actively  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  the  library.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,   New  Hampshire: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  the  twenty-second  in  the  series. 

The  annual  standardized  tests  used  at  the  end  of  the  last  school 
year  together  with  the  reports  from  the  high  schools  which  our  pu- 
pils attend  give  evidence  that  Kensington  children  are  making  good 
progress  in  their  education.  This  is  due  first  of  all  to  our  teachers 
whose  daily  earnest  and  faithful  work  brings  about  satisfactory 
results.  Last  June  Miss  Poore  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  an- 
other town  and  Miss  Hussey's  marriage  deprived  us  of  her  efficient 
services  as  a  teacher  in  the  North  School.  This  year  Miss  Swasey 
is  teaching  in  the  North  School  and  doing  the  same  fine  work  she 
did  last  year  in  the  West  School.  The  two  new  teachers,  Miss  Larson 
in  the  West  School  and  Miss  Brown  in  the  East  School,  are  proving 
to  be  well  prepared  and  capable  teachers. 

Other  noteworthy  factors  in  the  success  of  our  schools  are,  first, 
the  competent  work  of  Mr.  Hawkins  whose  instruction  in  music 
provides  much  worthwhile  training  and  pleasure  for  the  pupils, 
and  second,  the  continued  careful  and  efficient  health  supervision 
of  Mrs.  Sheehy,  our  school  nurse,  and  last,  but  by  no  means  least, 
the  spirit  of  close  co-operation  between  home  and  school  and  the 
active  helpful  interest  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association. 

We  are  especially  indebted  this  year  to  the  Parent-Teacher  As- 
sociation for  planning  to  sponsor  next  year  a  celebration  of  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  erection  of  the  North  School  house,  one  of  the 
few  red  brick  school  buildings  in  the  state.  I  hope  that  the  old  pupils 
of  that  school,  whether  living  now  in  Kensington  or  elsewhere,  will 
rally  to  the  call  and  make  the  occasion  a  memorable  one  for  both 
old  and  young. 

Your  attention  during  the  past  year  to  the  matter  of  general  re- 
pair of  buildings  has  resulted  in  a  well  cared  for  plant.  Last  summer 
the  desks  of  the  East  School  were  refinished,  a  part  of  the  roof  of 
the  North  School  reshingled,  and  new  shades  were  hung  in  the  West 
School.  The  latter  school  was,  also,  thoroughly  painted  inside.  If  the 
West  School  is  to  be  continued,  it  would  be  well  to  put  this  building 
on  a  par  with  the  others  by  refinishing  the  desks,  by  laying  a  new 
and  more  easily  cleaned  floor  and  by  installing  electric  lights. 

As  can  be  seen  in  Table  I  at  the  end  of  this  report,  our  schools,  as 
now  organized,  have  twenty-one,  sixteen  and  six  pupils  respectively. 
Again  this  year,  as  in  my  report  last  year,  I  would  call  attention  to 
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the  ver}^  small  number  of  pupils  in  the  West  School  and  remind  you 
that  the  pupils  in  such  a  small  school  miss  many  of  the  advantages 
of  education  which  come  from  mingling  and  competing  with  a 
larger  number  of  pupils  and  from  participation  with  larger  groups 
in  common  tasks.  Unless  new  families  with  children  move  into  Ken- 
sington and  so  increase  the  school  population,  I  believe  that  it 
would  be  wise  to  close  the  West  School  and  transport  these  pupils 
to  the  other  two  schools.  This  would  not  only  give  better  oppor- 
tunities for  education  to  the  children  but  would  be  a  financial  benefit 
to  the  district.  Several  neighboring  districts  in  this  and  other  Unions 
in  which  there  were  formerly  schools  of  many  grades,  have  found  it 
to  be  of  decided  advantage  to  place  the  younger  grades  in  one  school 
and  the  older  grades  in  another.  At  the  present  time  this  could  easily 
be  done  in  Kensington.  Perhaps,  however,  the  closing  of  the  West 
School  should  be  the  first  step  in  such  a  change. 

I  attach  the  usual  statistical  tables  to  this  report  with  the  hope 
that  many  will  be  interested  to  learn  through  them  the  details  of  our 
local  schools  and  to  compare  Kensington  with  other  school  districts 
in  this  Union  and  elsewhere  in  the  State. 

Please  accept  the  thanks  of  all  those  immediately  concerned  with 
the  administration  of  the  educational  enterprises  of  Kensington  for 
your  co-operation.  We  pledge  ourselves  to  serve  all  school  interests 
to  the  best  of  our  ability.
